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PREFACE 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  Saffron  Walden  Borough  Council. 
Madam  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

We  have  the  honour  to  present  the  thirteenth  Annual  Report  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  eighth  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector 
on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Saffron  Y/alden. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  rose  from  7,950  in  I96I  to 
8,110  in  1962. 

There  were  1  29  live  births  and  1  27  deaths  compared  vdth  1 1 8  births 
and  118  deaths  in  1  961  , 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was  15.91 
compared  with  14.84  in  I96I.  Multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  of 
1,00  this  gives  a  figure  of  15*91 ,  compared  with  15.58  in  I96I  . 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  was  15.66 
compared  with  14.84  in  1 96I .  Multiplying  the  death  rate  by  the 
comparability  factor  of  0.54  gives  the  figure  of  8.456  conpared  with  8,9 
in  1 961  . 

Only  one  child  under  1  year  died  in  1  962  compared  v/ith  three  in 

1961. 


On  the  whole,  I962  proved  to  be  a  healthy  year  apart  from  a  mild 
outbreak  of  influenza  in  January  and  occasional  mild  outbreaks  of  diarrhoea 
and  vomiting  apparently  of  viral  origin. 

Once  again,  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  occurred  during 
the  year,  but,  I  would  again  urge  all  parents  to  ensure  that  their  children 
are  fully  protected  by  vaccination  and  immunization  against  polionyelitis, 
diphtheria,  tetanus  (lockjaw)  and  vUooping  cough.  Protection  against 
poliomyelitis  is  very  simple  now  that  the  vaccine  can  be  taken  on  sugar 
or  in  syrup,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  greater  number  of  young  adults 
will  avail  themselves  of  this  free  service. 

In  my  Preface  last  year  I  mentioned  the  possibility  of  smallpox 
being  introduced  into  this  country  from  abroad.  This  actually  happened 
in  January,  1962,  and  so  many  people  asked  to  be  vaccinated  that  for  a 
time  the  supply  of  lyroph  was  insufficient  to  meet  the  demand.  Parents 
would  be  saved  much  anxiety  if  they  v;ould  follov^  the  advice  given  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  have  their  children  vaccinated  during  the  first 
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tvra  years  of  life  (preferrably  in  the  second  year),  and  revaccinated 
between  the  ages  of  8  and  12  years. 

I  v/ould  also  recommend  all  persons  going  abroad  to  discuss  with  their 
family  doctors  the  advisability  of  being  vaccinated  against  typhoid  and 
paratyphoid  fevers. 

It  will  be  seen  in  the  Report  that  five  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  the  year.  This  is  an  indication  that  the  fight  against 
tuberculosis  is  by  no  means  won  and  that  constant  vigilance  is  still  called 
for.  As  a  precautionary  measure  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the 
Technical  and  Modern  School  early  in  the  year  and  X-rayed  pupils  and  staff. 

During  I962  the  voluntary  associations  continued  to  render  outstanding 
service,  particularly  to  the  aged,  the  ailing  and  the  mentally  and  physically 
handicapped.  Saffron  Walden  is  particularly  fortunate  in  having  so  many 
people  willing  and  anxious  to  help  their  neighbours  in  times  of  distress  or 
illness. 

Early  in  1 962  it  vra.s  found  possible  for  Essex  County  Council  to 
arrange  for  the  Chelmsford  Child  Guidance  Clinic  to  hold  a  satellite  Clinic 
on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month  at  69,  High  Street,  Saffron  Walden.  This 
has  proved  a  great  convenience  to  parents  as  it  avoids  the  long  journey  to 
Chelmsford  or  Cambridge. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  particularly  the 
Public  Health  Committee,  for  the  encouragement  given  us  during  the  year  and 
the  Borough  Officials  for  their  help  and  assistance.  Our  particular  thanks 
are  due  once  more  to  Miss  A.I'I.  Lamb  and  Lirs.  A.  Boyton,  The  Essex  County 
Council  Clinic  Clerks,  I'Irs.  G.  Sharp  and  Mrs.  D.  Vi/hiffen  again  rendered 
most  loyal  assistance.

Laboratory  Service  -  Bacteriological  Service,  The  District  is  served  by 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Tennis  Court  Road,  Cambridge. 

Ambulance  Facilities  -  A  day  and  night  ambulance  service  is  provided  by 
the  Essex  County  Council.  The  ambulance  station  is  at  Saffron  'I'alden  and 
is  on  the  telephone,  but,  as  the  driver  and  attendant  may  be  away  from 
the  station  answering  a  call,  persons  urgently  requiring  an  ambulance 
are  advised  to  dial  '999'  and  ask  for  an  ambulance;  where  there  is  no 
dialling  system  it  is  sufficient  to  lift  the  receiver  and  ask  for  an 
ambulance. 

Non-emergency  calls  are  only  accepted  from  a  hospital,  a  doctor  or 
nurse,  or  other  competent  person  such  as  a  mental  welfare  officer  of  the 
Mental  Health  Service.

Relaxation  classes  are  held  every  Monday  afternoon, 

A  V/'ornen's  ’Welfare  Clinic  is  conducted  in  conjunction  vd.th  the 
Ante-Natal  Clinic.  This  is  not  a  Family  Planning  Clinic  and  advice  and 
treatment  are  only  given  to  married  women  and  where  pregnancy  would  be 
definitely  detrimental  to  health. 

Care  of  Children  up  to  School  Age  -  Child  Yfelfare  sessions  are  held  at 
Saffron  Walden  every  Friday  afternoon. 

Children  are  immunised  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  tetanus 
and  whooping  cough  by  their  family  doctors  or  at  the  Clinic,  at  the 
request  of  their  parents.  Smallpox  vacoinations  are  not  carried  out 
at  the  Clinic  as  a  routine  but  are  performed  by  the  family  doctor. 

Care  of  School  Children  -  Regular  School  Medical  Inspections  are  carried 
out  ab  all  schools.  Children  can  be  immunised  against  poliomyelitis, 
diphtheria,  tetanus,  v;hooping  cough  sind  tuberculosis  with  the  consent 
of  their  parents. 
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Dental  Service  -  Treatment  is  given  at  69,  High  Street,  Saffron  Y/alden  and 
inspections  are  carried  out  in  the  schools. 

Child  G-ui dance  -  A  clinic  is  held  on  the  first  Monday  morning  in  each 
month  at  69,  High  Street,  Saffron  lYalden.  Attendance  is  by  appointment. 


HOSPITALS, 

The  hospitals  are  managed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and  provide 
medical,  surgical  and  special  treatment.  The  hospitals  which  serve  Saffron 
V/alden  population  are  those  in  Saffron  V/alden,  Cambridge  and  Bishop's 
Stortford, 

Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  requiring  hospital  care  are  admitted  to 
Brookfields  Hospital,  Cambridge. 

Maternity  Cases  are  accommodated  at  Newmarket  General  Hospital,  Cambridge 
Maternity  Hospital  and  the  Herts  and  Essex  Hospital. 

Chest  Clinics  are  available  for  the  population  of  the  Borough.  There  is 
one  at  Saffron  V/alden  General  Hospital  and  one  at  Castle  Hill,  .Cambridge. 

Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  is  provided  at  the  Clinic  at  Addenbrooke ' s 
Hospital,  Cambridge,  and  at  the  Herts  and  Essex  Hospital,  Bishop's  Stortford,

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Prom  time  to  time  complaints  are  received  from  certain  members  of  the 
general  public  that  unpleasant  smells  are  emitted  from  the  Disposal  Vforks 
at  Bridge  End.  It  can  be  said  however,  that  the  existing  arrangements  for 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  Borough  District  are  reasonably  adequate 
despite  the  growth  of  the  town. 

As  reported  in  previous  years  the  continued  use  of  the  old  works  is 
maintained  by  following  the  policy  of  carrying  out  certeiin  minor  improvements 
and  additions  annually. 

As  a  result  of  recent  analytical  reports  on  the  final  effluent  from  the 
works  it  can  be  said  the  works  are  still  capable  of  producing  an  effluent 
to  comply  vd.th  the  usual  standards. 

The  Borough  Council  is  still  mindful  of  the  rate  of  growth  of  Saffron 
Walden  and  the  possible  need  for  New  Sewage  Disposal  ViTorks  in  the  not  too 
far  distant  future,  but  having  regard  to  the  above  it  has  been  decided  that 
no  action  is  called  for  at  present.  The  matter  mil  be  reviewed  in 
1'fe.rch,  1  964. 

The  small  disposal  plants  serving  Sewards  End  and  Little  YlTalden  Council 
Housing  Estates  continue  to  give  satisfactory  service. 


Swimming  Bath. 

The  purification  and  heating  plant  continued  to  operate  very  satis¬ 
factorily  and  a  high  standard  of  purity  has  been  maintained  at  all  times  in 
the  pool.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  purification  plant  has  been 
moved  to  its  permanent  position  beneath  the  new  Conveniences  being  built  in 
Market  Rov/. 


^/ater  Supply. 

Throughout  the  district  the  standard  of  water  for  domestic  purposes  has 
been  maintained  at  a  high  level  as  regards  quality. 

Apart  from  some  shortage  in  isolated  areas  during  times  of  drought,  the 
supply  has  been  satisfactory.

It  conforms  to  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality. 

These  results  indicate  a  water  v/hich,  from  the  aspect  of  the 
chemical  analysis,  is  pure  and  -wholesome  in  character  and  suitable  for 
public  supply  purposes.  In  connection  -with  the  base-exchange  softening, 
however,  a  greater  degree  of  softening  would  be  advantageous  and  reduction 
in  the  content  of  free  carbon  dioxide  would  help  to  avoid  corrosive  action 
on  metals.

DISINFESTATION  OP  EREvIISES. 


Advice  was  given  in  respect  of  two  catering  establishments  vdiich 
were  infested  by  cockroaches.  In  one  case  disinfestation  was  carried  out 
by  the  Council  and  in  the  other  a  suitable  insecticide  was  supplied 
together  with  instructions  as  to  tiie  proper  method  of  application, 

A  room  in  one  house  was  found  to  be  infested  vd.th  "woolly bears" 
which  are  the  larvae  of  various  types  of  Dermestid  beetles,  probably  the 
Common  Carpet  Beetle  in  this  case.  The  room  was  disinfested  and  materials 
supplied  in  case  re-infestation  should  occur. 


II^FECTIOUS  DISEASE  ENQUIRIES. 


9  enquiries  were  made  in  connection  v/ith  infectious  disease.  Action 
mainly  consisted  of  advising  the  persons  concerned  as  to  ways  and  means  of 
preventing  the  spread  of  infection  to  their  families  and  the  public  at 
large.

Repair  of  Dv7ellings. 

The  routine  inspection  of  houses  lAhich  appeared  to  be  unfit  for 
humaui  habitation  but  repairable  at  reasonable  expense  was  virtually 
conipleted  during  the  year.

December,  1962,  was  as  follows

Of  the  9  informal  notices  yet  to  be  complied  with  -  v/ork  had  been 
partly  caorried  out  in  eight  cases  and  in  the  one  remaining  a  formal  notice 
had  been  served. 

The  service  of  notices  requiring  repairs  to  a  block  of  eight  smaJ.1 
cottages  owned  by  one  person  would  have  lead  to  the  Council  carrying  out 
the  work  in  default  as  the  ov/ner  did  not  have  the  means  to  finance  the 
repairs.  The  Council  offered  to  purchase  the  cottages  and  this  was 
accepted.  It  is  the  intention  to  repair  these  cottages  and  provide  the 
amenities  of  a  bath,  internal  sanitation,  hot  water  system  etc,,  up  to 
improvement  grant  standard.  By  these  means  the  cottages  will  be  raised  to 
a  much  higher  standard  than  can  be  required  from  an  owner  by  action  under 
the  Housing  Acts. 

Demolition,  closure,  etc, ,  of  unfit  houses. 

The  remaining  family  occupying  two  houses  in  the  Middle  Square 
Cleaxance  Area  was  re-housed  early  in  the  year.  The  twelve  houses  in 
the  Area  were  demolished  during  August,  1962, 

Two  adjoining  houses  in  Debden  Road  which  v/ere  made  subject  to 
Closing  Orders  some  years  previously  were  also  demolished. 

Pour  houses  were  made  subject  to  Closing  Orders  and  the  four  families 
concerned  were  re-housed  by  the  Council. 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  four  other  houses  and  the 
occupants  are  to  be  re-housed  in  the  dwellings  for  elderly  persons  -srfien 
ready  for  occupation. 
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Overcrowding , 


One  case  of  statutory  overcrowding  was  recorded  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  family  concerned  were  under  notice  from  their  landlord  to  vacate 
the  furnished  room  they  occupied. 


General, 

A  total  of  11  Council  Dwellings  and  66  Private  D'/vellings  were 
completed  and  occupied  for  the  first  time.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  approximately  2,803  occupied  dwellings  of  all  types. 


FACTORIES  and  OUPfOEKERS. 


9  inspections  vrere  made  of  premises  registered  as  factories  and 
written  notice  was  served  in  one  case  where  extensions  to  the  factory  had 
removed  the  means  of  natural  ventilation  to  the  external  air  of  the 
sanitary  accommodation. 

Only  1  person  was  registered  as  an  outworker  and  1  inspection  was 
made  of  an  outvirorkers  premises.

6  inspections  were  made  under  this  Act  hut  no  action  was  necessary.

8  smoke  observations  and  1 7  visits  v/ere  made  in  this  connection  and 
included  visits  where  there  had  been  complaint  of  nuisance  from  smoke  but 
\ihere  any  possible  nuisance  had  been  abated  in  the  meantime.  The  majority 
of  visits  and  observations  were  again  in  connection  with  heating  plant 
^idiich  is  fired  by  means  of  waste  lubricating  oil.  The  plant  was  altered 
and  improved  and  could  be  made  to  burn  vathout  causing  nuisance  from  smoke 
or  smuts  provided  it  v«ra.s  properly  adjusted.  Although  conditions  were  much 
improved  there  appears  some  doubt  whether  or  not  nuisance  is  likely  to 
recur  in  the  future.

Only  2  visits  were  made  in  this  connection  and  they  consisted  of 
discussions  with  the  persons  concerned  as  to  means  of  preventing  noise 
nuisance  vdiich,  in  the  absence  of  reasonable  care  and  precaution,  was 
likely  to  occur  and  lead  to  nuisance.

1 2  of  the  above  premises  continued  to  be  registered  under  Section  1 6 
of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  for  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of 
sausages  or  potted,  pressed  or  preserved  food.  A  total  of  34  premises 
were  registered  under  Section  158  of  the  Essex  County  Council  Act,  1933> 
for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice-cream  or  similar  commodity,  2  registrations 
were  given  up.  No  ice-cream  is  manufactured  in  the  Borough, 

The  general  standard  of  food  premises  continued  to  be  satisfactory 
and  it  was  pleasing  to  note  the  structural  alteration  and  modernising  of 
several  of  the  food  shops.  Although  there  is  little  doubt  these  improve¬ 
ments  are  mainly  undertaken  to  attract  the  shopper  and  business,  much 
progress  is  usually  made  at  the  same  time  to  raise  the  hygienic  condition 
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of  the  premises.  The  trend  towards  more  and  more  pre-packaging  of  food 
is  a  means  of  ensuring  the  particular  foodstuff  reaches  the  consumer  in 
the  best  possible  condition.  The  handling  prior  to  packaging  by  the  various 
producers  and  manufacturers  can  usually  be  regarded  as  being  carried  out 
under  ideal  controlled  conditions  with  staff  fully  trained  for  this  type 
of  work  and  the  most  suitable  equipment  and  machinery  being  employed. 

Food  Inspection. 

28  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  examining  various  foodstuffs 
to  determine  whether  or  not  they  were  fit  for  human  consumption.  In  all 
cases  the  food  was  surrendered  voluntarily  and  was  subsequently  destroyed.

Every  einimal  slaughtered  at  either  of  the  two  slaughterhouses  was 
inspected  before  release  for  human  consumption. 

The  percentage  of  animals  vdiere  part  of  the  carcase  or  organs  were 
rejected  as  being  ujifit  for  human  consumption  continued  much  the  same  as 
during  recent  years. 

One  prime  2  year  old  steer  which  prior  to  slaughter  appeared  to  be 
in  perfect  condition  was  found  to  be  extensively  affected  with  tuberculosis 
and  the  whole  carcase  and  offal  was  condemned.  As  this  is  an  Attested  Area, 
tuberculosis  in  cattle  is  treated  as  any  other  infectious  disease  of  stock. 

By  arrangement,  affected  lymphatic  nodes  or  other  affected  parts  and  the 
ears  of  the  animal  are  collected  and  stored  in  a  refrigerator  for  collection 
by  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Bacteriological  typing  of  the  causal 
orgeinism  is  then  usually  carried  out.  The  purpose  of  retaining  the  ears  of 
the  animal  is  that  they  contain  metal  identification  tags  by  which  the  origin 
of  the  animal  may  be  traced. 

I  understand  the  condemned  steer  referred  to  above  originated  from  the 
Carlisle  district. 

The  incidence  of  Cysticercus  bovis  declined  still  further  and  only 
on  degenerated  cyst  was  found  in  each  of  the  three  animals  affected.

Meat  Inspection  in  the  Future. 


It  is  quite  likely  that  by  the  time  this  Report  is  presented  to  the 
Council  several  changes  will  have  taken  place  or  are  in  hand,  which  will 
change  the  meat  inspection  service  in  this  country. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  main  alteratiors  contemplated  by  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  are 

a.  a  compulsory  100%  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  for 
human  consumption. 

b.  a  meat  marking  scheme  by  which  meat  is  marked  after  being 
inspected  and  released  as  fit  for  human  consumption.  It  is 
assumed  such  marking  will  identify  the  person  and/or  local 
authority  responsible  for  the  inspection. 

c.  the  method  of  inspection  to  be  incorporated  in  proposed 
Regulations. 

d.  power  for  the  local  authority  to  make  charges  for  meat  inspection 
at  rates  not  exceeding  those  prescribed  for  the  various  types 

of  animal. 

There  are  differing  opinions  regarding  the  proposal  that  a  charge 
be  made  for  meat  inspection. 

Those  locad  authorities  which  have  large  slaughterhouses  in  their 
district,  and  the  knov/ledge  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  meat  produced 
will  be  exported  to  other  areas,  will  probably  welcome  this  means  of 
re-imbursement  to  off  set’  the  cost  of  meat  inspection. 

At  present  a  grant  is  payable  in  respect  of  meat  inspected  in  a  local 
authority's  district  v;hich,  according  to  formulae,  is  in  excess  of  the 
requirements  for  the  population  of  the  district.  The  view  in  some  quarters 
is  this  is  the  better  method  of  helping  local  authorities  with  the 
responsibility  for  inspecting  such  'export'  meat.  Efficient  100%  meat 
inspection  can  be  reasonably  regarded  as  any  other  public  health  service 
borne  by  the  ratepayers. 
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The  Council  have  received  a  small  grant  in  respect  of  'export'  meat 
since  this  scheme  commenced  in  1 958, 


Slaughterhouse  Facilities. 

Since  completing  the  work  required  to  comply  with  the  construction 
regulations,  further  minor  iii5)rovements  for  ease  of  vrorking  and  cleansing 
have  been  carried  out  at  both  slaughterhouses. 


General. 


The  -work  of  meat  inspection  continued  smoothly  during  the  year,  ¥sy 
thanks  are  again  due  to  the  management  and  staff  of  both  slaughterhouses 
for  their  so  readily  available  co-operation  and  assistance. 

447  visits  were  made  to  slaughterhouses  for  the  purpose  of  meat 
inspection. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Main  Supplies. 

Regular  sampling  of  the  mains  supplies  continued  as  before  and 
samples  were  collected  every  week  except  during  absence  because  of  holiday. 
Samples  of  water  before  treatment  or  purification  taken  direct  from  the 
bore  at  the  Municipal  Waterworks  were  in  every  instance  highly  satisfactory 
as  were  sanples  of  treated  water  takien  within  the  Town, 

A  sample  taken  from  each  of  the  villages  of  Sewards  End  and  Little 
Walden  fell  just  below  standard  and  being  chlorinated  v/ater  was  classed  as 
unsatisfactory.  In  each  case  the  water  sampled  was  from  the  normal  town 
supply  which  had  been  raised  by  pumping  to  holding  tanks  from  v/here  it  was 
distributed  by  gravitation.  At  both  pumping  stations  the  water  is  further 
chlorinated  and  on  each  occasion  a  sample  vvas  below  standard  it  was  found 
the  chlorination  plaint  was  in  need  of  attention. 


Well  Supplies. 

Pour  wells  are  in  use  and  axe  sampled  either  monthly  or  quarterly 
according  to  whether  they  have  produced  unsatisfactory  samples  in  the  past. 
In  three  cases  the  water  is  pumped  into  storage  tanks  for  distribution  and 
where  samples  have  been  unsatisfactory  the  storage  tanks  are  often  more 
suspect  than  the  wells.  5  samples  from  two  wells  fell  below  standard,  in 
one  instance  further  samples  were  satisfactory  without  any  action  and  in 
the  other  the  storage  tank  needed  to  be  cleansed  and  protected  against 
contamination. 
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Municipal  Swimming  Bath, 


All  samples  were  highly  satisfactory  and  equal  to  water  direct  from 
the  main  supply.

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RODEITT  CONTROL 


During  the  early  months  of  the  year  the  frequency  of  infestation  was 
higher  than  usual  and  this  was  a  continuation  of  the  conditions  prevailing 
at  the  end  of  the  previous  year  vhen  the  high  incidence  of  infestation  was 
apparent  in  many  areas. 

In  contrast  fewer  infestations  than  usual  were  recorded  during  the 
last  few  months  of  the  year  when  rodents  tend  to  come  into  buildings  due 
to  the  approach  of  cold  weather  and  lack  of  food. 

The  presence  of  rats  is  generally  made  known  by  the  occupiers  of  the 
various  premises  concerned  informing  the  local  authority  but  in  addition 
approximately  one  third  of  the  infestations  recorded  were  found  as  a 
result  of  routine  survey  by  the  rodent  operator.  It  is  also  normal  practice 
to  survey  premises  and  land  close  to  an  infestation  to  determine  blether  or 
not  they  may  also  be  infested. 

As  a  result  of  notification  and  routine  survey  a  total  of  168  premises 
and  land  areas  were  found  to  be  infested  mth  rats  and  2  with  mice,  199 
treatments  and  re-treatments  were  carried  out  by  the  Council ' s  rodent 
operator, 

A  routine  treatment  of  the  Town  sewers  was  caxried  out  during  April 
when  test  and/or  pre-bait  was  laid  in  77  inspection  chambers  situated  at 
various  points  over  the  whole  sewered  area.  As  a  result  1 5  points  were 
poison  baited  and  this  was  conpletely  or  partly  consimied  in  each  case, 

A  'follow  up'  treatment  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  during  October  when 
pre-bait  was  laid  in  28  inspection  chambers.  Takes  were  recorded  at  5 
points  only  and  the  poison  bait  laid  was  completely  or  partly  consumed. 

The  number  of  rats  in  the  sev/ers  in  the  Tovm  centre  continued  to 
decline  and  takes  of  bait  recorded  tended  to  be  on  the  edge  of  the  Town, 

This  was  particularly  noticeable  where  nev/  building  had  been  in  progress 
for  some  time.  There  appears  little  doubt  rats  are  entering  and  leaving 
the  sewers  at  these  points  as  a  result  of  sewer  and  drain  connections  being 
left  open. 

The  routine  treatment  of  the  refuse  tip  continued  at  regular  intervals 
and  ensured  the  rat  population  was  kept  as  low  as  possible.

The  totad  applications  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  yean  showed 
little  alteration.  Although  this  may  appear  to  indicate  that  re-housing 
progress  was  reasonably  satisfactory  it  became  apparent  that  more  and 
more  applicants  had  grounds  for  urgent  re-housing, 

11  of  the  AO  dwellings  for  elderly  persons  were  completed  and  occupied 
just  before  the  end  of  the  year  and  13  existing  dwellings  came  vacant.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  the  reasons  for  these  dwellings  coining  vacant  vihich
